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INTRODUCTION 


Many emigrants named "Gilmore" landed on these shores 
between the year 1718 and 1800. They originated in Scot- 
land, but had lived for nearly a century after 1625 in nor- 
thern Ireland, Long before 1718, "Gilmores" from England, 
who may have been of Scotch descent, emigrated to this 
country. The name is spelled variously "Gilmer", "Gilmore", 
"Gilmoure" or "Gillmore", and in one form or another is found 
in every state; several towns bear the name, This book is 
written of those who spelled the name "Gilmore" with an oc- 
casional exception, They came first to Massachusetts but 
very soon settled in southern New Hampshire, where they built 
mills and were skilled mechanics unlike their neighbors who 
were weavers and farmers. One of the Gilmores went as far 
down south as Arkansas to establish a Thread Mill; most of 
them settled in the northern states, where they engaged in 
manufacturing and commercial business, Many of the "Gil- 
mores" served in the Revolutionary War, in the War of 1812 
and in the War of the Rebellion, The identification of the 
names John, James and William found in the war records is a 
difficult matter. I have never found a Gilmore engaged in 


the manufacture or sale of intoxicants or addicted to their 
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use; they do not appear in litigation. Their descendants 
may well be proud of a lineage peaceful, industrious and 
prosperous, 

In compiling these records I have received the help of 
Mrs, J, C, Durham of Belfast, Maine, a very persistent in- 
vestigator who has known many of the Maine branch and is an 
authority on genealogical records of the state; also of Mrs. 
Donald K, Moore, a Gilmore descendant and the State Consult- 
ing Registrar of the Michigan D. A, R.; of Mrs. Phebe Bailey 
of Haverhill, N. H. and of Mrs, Frank A, Gilmore of Somerville, 
Massachusetts. 

The originals of the James Gilmore commissions are now 
in the possession of Granville Gilmore of Montreal, Canada. 

The Gilmores of Bedford, Methuen and Cambridge, Vermont, 
have lived close by the Londonderry families but are not known 
to be related, 

The records of the first two generations of "Gilmores" as 
given in a number of town histories are wrong. By extensive 


research and not by inference I feel confident these errors 





are now corrected,

In the name of God Amen this Eleventh day of May in 





the year of our Lord God one thousand seven hundred and ! 
fifty three I william Gilmor of Londonderry in the province H 
of Newhampshire yeomon being sick of Body but of a perfit | 
mind and memory thanks be given to God therefor but Calling 
to mind the mortality of my body and knowing that it is 
appointed for all men once to die do make and ordain this 
to be my last will and testament princaple and first I give 
and bequith my soul into the hands of God that gave it me 
trusting in the merits of my blessed saveouer Jesus Christ 
for the pardon of all my sins and Exeptance in and throw 
him and my body to the dust to be buried in a Christian 
maner at the descretion of my Executors hearaftermentioned 
doubting nothing but at the Genrel Ressuriction I shal re- 
cive the same again by the almighty power of God and as 
touching what it hath pleased God to bless me with in this 
world I give and bequith in maner following:- 

Imy my will is that my Just Debts and funeral Charges 
be payed as soon as may be out of my personal Esteate. 

2ly my will is that my well beloved Wiff Hlesabeth Gil- 
more have the proffits of my real Esteate and the use of my 
personal Esteate during hir natural Liff. 

3dly my will is that my two sons James Gillmor and John 
Gilmor have all my real Esteate affter my wiff's deseass in 
Equal shairs first in three years after my deseass twenty 
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five pounds to each of my two daughters Mary Gilmor and 
Jennat Gilmor to be payed out of my real Esteate and in 
Cass that any of my two sons should die befor they Come 
to Lawfell age then the surveving to have the whol of my 
real Esteate Excepting what I give to my two daughters 
pefor mentioned with all the Improvements on the same to 
them and there heirs or asigens forever. 

4ly my will is that my two daughters Mary and Jennet 
Gillmor befor mentioned have out of my real Esteate each of 
them twenty five pounds as above and a Cow to each of them 
and to be mentioned as formerly in my hous for three years 
affter my death and in Cass that any of them should die 
befor they Come to Lawfell age then the servever to have 
the others pairt. 

Sly my will is that my son Joseph Caldwal and my daughte 
Anne Caldwal to have teen pounds old tenor out of my Esteate 
in three years after my death,

Governor and 
Commander in Chief in and over his Majesty's Province of New 
Hampshire, in New England, to be Judge of the Probate of 
wills, and for Granting Letters of Administration on the Es- 
tates of persons deceased having goods, Chattels, Rights or 
Credits in the Province aforesaid. 

To Jane Gilmore of Londonderry in said Prévince Widow Greet- 
ing Whereas James Gilmore late of Londonderry aforesaid Yeo- 
man Deceased, having while he lived, and at the time of his 
decease, Goods, Chattels, Rights, or Credits in the Province 
aforesaid, lately died Intestate, whereby the power of Com- 
mitting Administration, and full disposition of all and sin- 
gular the Goods, Chattels, Rights and Credits of the said 
Deceased, and also the hearing, Examining and Allowing the 
Accompt of such Administration doth Appertain unto me.--- 
Trusting therefore in your care and fidelity, I do by these 
presents Commit unto you full power to Administer all and 
Singular the Goods, Chattels, Rights and Credits of the said 
Deceased: And well and faithfully to dispose of the same ac- 
cording to law, and also to ask, gather, Levy, reoover and 
receive all and whatsoever Credits of the said deceased which 
to him while he lived and at the time of his Death did Apper- 


tain, and to pay all debts in which the said deceased stood 
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bound, so far as his Goods, Chattels, Rights and Credits, 
can Extend According to the value therof And to make a true 
and perfect Inventory of all and singular the Goods Chattels 
Rights and Credits; and to exhibit the same into the Registry 
of the Court of Probate for the Province aforesaid, at or be- 
fore the last Wednesday of August next ensuing, and to Render 
a plain and true Accompt of your said Administration upon 
Oath at or before the last Wednesday of May which will be in 
the year of Our Lord One thousand seven hundred and forty six 
And I do hereby Ordain, Constitute and Appoint you Administra- 
trix of all and singular the Goods, Chattels, Rights and 
Credits aforesaid---In Testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and the seal of the said Court of Probate,

The History of Lorain County (1916) says of him: 
In his special field as a military strategist one of 

the ablest was Quincy A. Gillmore, who was born in the Black 
River community, now the City of Lorain, Feb. 25, 1825, and 
during the war earned an international reputation as an or- 
ganizer of siege operations and a revolutionizer of naval 
gunnery, A son of Quartus Gillmore and wife. As a boy 
he attended the Norwalk Academy and the Elyria High School. 
He began to study medicine and wrote for publication. There 
was a vacancy at West Point,..and Gillmore was recommended 
because of his integrity and scholarship...He acquitted him- 
self with credit as a cadet, graduating in 1849 at the head 
of his class and entered the service. General Gillmore's 
fame as an artillery officer was established during the siege 
and capture of Fort Pulaski, Georgia, in 1862. At this siege 
and bombardment he planted hie batteries at distances which 
previous to this time were thought to be suicidal, but in less 
than two days he reduced the fortress which had been pronounced 
by eminent engineers as impregnable. It has been well said 


that General Gillmore's cannonade and capture of Fort Pulaski 
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revolutionized the naval gunnery of the world and extended 
his fame throughout Europe as well as America, For this 
service he received the brevet of lieutenant-colonel and 
was made brigadier-general of volunteers April 28, 1862, 
His next notable success was with the noted "Swamp Angel", 
a gun used in the siege of Charleston... 

Later with the Tenth Corps, he took part in the final 
operations of the Army of the James River. He was breveted 
four times for meritorious conduct, the last time as major- 
general United States Army "for gallant and meritorious con- 
duct in capturing Forts Wagner and Gregg and for the demolish- 
ing of Fort Sumpter". He resigned his volunteer commission 
as major-general in Decenber 1865, 

After the war, Generel Gillmore was engaged upon impor- 
tant engineering work, and his name is most intimately asso- 
ciated with the imprevements of the harbor at Charleston and 
Savannah and with other like works along the Atlantic Coast, 
and as president of the Mississippi River Commission, with 
the great works which have been projected for the rectifica- 
tion of that important waterway. His treatise on roadmaking 
and paving is regarded as the highest authority. He died at 
Brocklyn, N. Y. April 11, 1888.

This history of Lorain County, Ohio 1916, gives this 
interesting sketch: 

Edmund Gillmore was born in Black River Township of 
Lorain County, February 10, 1833, and died at the City of 
Lorain on Thanksgiving Day in 1902. He was educated in 
the public schools of his native township, and at the age 
of fifteen became an employe on one of the lake boats, 
making trips to Oswego, Chicago and all the lake ports. He 
was a sailor for ten years and was also employed in the ship 
yards around Lake Erie, working as a ship caulker. While 
thus employed on one occasion, he received a severe injury 
which made him an invalid the rest of his life, and for forty-

attend to business and filled various local offices, such as 
justice of the peace, treasurer of the schoo] board, assessor, 
township clerk for 15 years, and for more than twenty years 

as notary public, He was first elected justice of the peace 
in 1863, and served in that capacity 39 years. For ten months 
he was with his brother, General Gillmore, in New York City 
acting as shipping agent and assistant draughtsman. He was 
an active republican and a man of the highest character, 

In 1857 Edmund Gillmore married Miss Adelaide E. Gill- 
more, a daughter of Alanson and Evelyn (Jones! Gillmore. Her 
father came out of Massachusetts about the same time as the 
other members of that family, and was identified with the 
early shipbuilding interests at the mouth of the Black River. 
He was later a farmer, and in 1880 removed to Lorain, where 
he died when about 90 years of age. Mrs, Edmund Gillmore 
, was born Nov, 22, 1833, on Washington street in Lorain, She 
spent practically the entire eighty-two years of her life in 
one cOmmunity, and saw a village of 300 inhabitants grow and 
develop to a city of more than 30,000 people, She was the 
devoted companion of her husband for nearly half a century, 
and many tributes were paid to her as a pioneer woman of 
Lorain County at the time of her death in July 1915. She 
was one of the early members of and for many years an active 
worker in the First Congregational Church, at the corner of 
Washington Ave, and Fourth Street. She was also one of the 


members of the Old Friends Circle which was organized in 1888, 
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and until her death, she never failed to attend each annual 
meeting of that organization. For forty-féur years, Mrs, 
Gillmeore occupied the old homestead on Washington Avenue 
opposite the City Park. Mrs, Gillmore's only surviving 
sister is Mrs, Fannie Wilford of Lorain. The only son and 
child of the late Edmund and Adelaide Gillmore is Quincy A., 
now a prominent attorney at Elyria, and mentioned in the 
following paragraphs, 

Quincy A, Gillmore, named in honor of his distinguished 
uncle, the late Maj. Gen. Quincy A. Gillmore, one of the 
greatest soldiers and engineers produced by Lorain County, 
and whose career is briefly sketched on other pages, the 
subject of this brief article has for more than thirty years 
enjoyed high standing and esteem as a lawyer and citizen of 
Elyria. 

A son of the late Edmund Gillmore, whose career has been 
presented in these pages, Quincy A, Gillmore was born in the 
City of Lorain, then called Black River, May 12, 1859. His 
youth was one of inspiring associations and excellent advan- 
tages. He attended the common schools up to 1872, following 
which he was for four years in the Elyria High School, was a 
student for one year in Oberlin College and one year in West- 
ern Reserve College and in 1881 graduated A. B, from the Ohio 
Wesleyan University at Delaware. He had already determined 
upon the law as his profession and after two years in the Cin-
